The Council of the Corporation of the City of Brampton 
at its meeting on April 22nd, 1974 gave consideration to 
what was considered a recent unfortunate incident in- 
volving a hockey game sanctioned by the Ontario Hockey 
Association (0.H.A.). The game in particclar involved 
a local club, The Bramalea Blues, who were to play The 
Hamilton Red Wings in the 0.H.A. Junior B. Finals. 

The Bramalea Club withdrew from the series after the first 
game as a result of what was considered by management of 
the club, to be lack of control and unnecessary violence 
both on the ice and within the Arena towards their club. 


I have been directed to forward the following resolution 
for your consideration: 


"THAT the Corporation of the City of Brampton strongly 
protest to the Ontario Hockey Association the apparent lack 
of control and physical violence allowed at the O.H.A. 
Junior B Final first, game between The Bramalea Blues and 
the Hamilton Red Wings; 


Purther, that this Council requests the 0.H.A. that as a 
measure of support for fair-play and good sportsmanship and 
as an example to minor hockey throughout the Province, they 
(the O.H.A.) hold a special league inquiry into this episode 
and take the necessary steps to stop violence on or off the 
ice in hockey arenas; 


Further, that the 0.H.A. be requested to set up a suitable

Arena Rules Committee for Teams and Supporters so that suitable 

rules might be drawn up to effectively make known that any 
partisan support that leads to brawls or injury to players, 
Managers or supporters of the opposing team may be reflected 
amscey team from which the partisan support leads to that 
njury; 


Further, that the 0.H.A. take as its responsibility the provision 
of adequate police protection and security of players and 
management of teams in their leagues; 


Purther, that this City recommends to other municipalities in 
Peel, Halton, Durham, York, Metro, Hamilton-Wentworth, the 
closest co-operation with 0.H.A. in the solution of these 
problems and that they co-operate with 0.H.A. to end violence 
on and off the ice."

In reply to your letter of March 26, 1974 I am pleased 
to confirm my statement made at the meeting in my 
office on Wednesday, January 30, 1974 that the Province 
would contribute towards the purchase of Rattray Marsh. 
The conditions relating to my statement at that time 
were that the Province would contribute a 50 per cent 
grant through the Credit Valley Conservation Authority 
for the appraised value of the land. 


I further said that should expropriation be necessary 
the Province would make grants available to the Credit 
Valley Conservation Authority equal to 50 per cent of 
the land value as established by the Lands Compensation 
Board.

Dear Mayor Dobkin: 


Thank you for your letter of March 6, 1974 with which you 
enclosed a copy of the Council resolution of February 22nd regarding a 
task force to determine the financial impact of housing development in 
Mississauga. 


The Ministry of Housing was established by the Government of 
Ontario with specific responsibility for dealing with the problems 
surrounding the provision of housing in the Province. The whole question 
of the financial implications arising from housing development generally 
is currently under review by the Government. Members of my Ministry staff 
have been closely involved in this with the Ministry of Housing. 


There are a number of other municipalities besides Mississauga 
affected by the Housing Action Program and we are endeavouring to estab- 
lish a method fair to all by which the housing needs in the Province, 
particularly those of lower-income inhabitants, can be satisfied without 
at the same time causing onerous additional burdens on existing municipal 
taxpayers. I believe that proposals will shortly be made by the Minister 
of Housing regarding the involvement of a number of affected municipali- 
ties in the determination of the impacts of housing development. I have 
already offered the services of some of my staff to assist in such deter- 
mination. I understand that your municipality will almost certainly be 
invited to participate. 


You will I know appreciate that in a situation like this, 
affecting a broad range of government services, it is preferable for the 
activities of the various Ministries to be coordinated by one Minister. 
The Minister of Housing is the appropriate one in this instance and I am 
sure that you will be hearing again from him very shortly.

the river to a central office should be alerted to the need for 
careful attention in the event of rain or sudden thaw. 


Those persons responsible for emergency flood action should 
maintain a careful watch on daily weather forecasts for 
information on the development of adverse conditions. More 
detailed information regarding both weather and streamflow can 
be obtained from Mr. D. N. McMullen, Hydrometeorologist, 
Conservation Authorities Branch.

At its meeting on April 16, 1974 Council instructed 

this Department to call tenders for, and to proceed with 
the pruning and Ape Sp trees on Mississau: 

Road and Clarkson Road. The trees suffered root ge 
resulting from the installation of underground duct work 
for the Bell Telephone Company. A tender for this work 
was prepared with the co-operation of the staff of the 
Department of Recreation and Parks. 


Five firms were invited to attend a field meeting to 
inspect the area in which the work was to be carried out 
and to submit tenders. Cedarvale Tree Services and Litz 
Landscaping and Enterprises Limited declined to tender. 
Pawis Tree Experts agreed to attend the meet but failed 
to show at the site. Davey Tree Experts and Richmond Hill 
Tree Service and Forest Company met with Mr. H. Verschuren 
of the Parks Department and Mr. K. M. Middleton, Works 
Maintenance Engineer.

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At the time that instructions were received from Council, 
the trench excavated for the ducts had been backfilled on 
those portions of Mississauga Road which fall within the 
jurisdiction of the City of Mississauga. It is, therefore, 
difficult to determine the degree of root damage suffered 
by the trees in question. Further south, on the portion 
of Mississauga Road within the jurisdiction of the Region 
of Peel, a trench was opened. In this area, it was obvious 
that all small roots in the path of the excavation were 
severed. Large roots, several inches in diameter, were 
preserved and tunnelling operations were carried out where 
they were encountered. It is likely that some damage was 
suffered by the outer layer of these roots. 


Some of the trees north-west of the Queen Elizabeth Way 

are dead or apparently beyond any likelyhood of rejuvenation. 
These trees were not considered in the preparation of the 
subject contract. Others should receive extensive pruning 
overhead to restore their shape and to remove dead wood. 
Undoubtedly, this pruning and the fertilizing called for 

in the contract would be of assistance to the trees and 
might be useful in prolonging their life. 


This should be the subject of a report from persons 
experienced in tree management. There are no such individuals 
with the Department of Engineering and Works. It is our under- 
standing that the Commissioner of Recreation and Parks has 
been requested to submit a report gealins with the desire- 
ability of spending approximately $20,000.00 to extend the 
life of the subject trees. If his report is favourable, 

we recommend that a contract be awarded to Davey Tree 

Experts in the amount of $19,890.00. A Resolution to 

this effect is attached. If the report is not favourable 
then we suggest that Davey Tree Experts be advised of this 
and that no contract be awarded. 


Costs incurred in connection with this work are not eligible 
for subsidy from the Province of Ontario.

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RE: DEVELOPMENT LEVIES 


In response to your request for a mini study to establish 
development levies, we would like to present the following 
for your consideration: 


Former municipalities within the City of Mississauga have 

entered into a number of agreements with developers. These 

agreements provide for the construction of various services 

ane the payment of monies for different purposes. In each 

or these prior agreements, the municipality had negotiated 

to achieve specific desired goals based on the policies of the 

municipality at the time. As a result, we find thet the 

! municipalities have changed the agreement, or in fect, entered 
into different forms of agreement with different developers 

—_ at various times. 


with the restructuring of Peel, we find tnat services formerly 
included in the agreements end capital financing matters are 

row Regional responsibilities. It likely is fair to say that 
some of the former policies anc their rationale no longer are 
applicable to our present situation. In fact, these situations 
exist throughout the Region of Peel and herein lies our probdlen. 
Because of the complexities of this problem, it is not advisable 
to Gwell on the specifics or indeed, to attempt to estabdlisna 
future policies on the basis of existing agreements. 


We would recommend that no action should be taken on old 
agreements or funds to be received under these agreements, 
until such time as a new, on-going policy is established, 
Similarly, we delieve that the action to be taken on old 
agreements is of paramount importance if the Region and it's 
area municipalities are to receive the maximum cenefit from 
these agreements.

Because of the broad nature of these agreements, it would 
seem reasonable that the development of policies should be 
@ joint consideration between the Region and it's area 


municipalities. 
We would recommend that this joint undertaking could best be 


undertaken by requesting the Region to extend the study which 
it nas undertaken to include the considerations necessary to 


develop future policies. 


We oelieve such a study should inciude: 





-- the development of certain minimum standard 
services to be included in all developments 
witnin the Region and the basis for estublishing 
the financing of these services, 


the establishment of a certain minimum levy which 
would be levied on ali developments, 


the determination of a proper distribution between 

the use of development levies, debenture proceeds, 

~ available subsidies and tex levies for the con- 
struction of new facilities, 


a simple method of administration of the various 
Gevelopment agreements (i.e., financial and 
engineering) , 


to develop a levy sufficiently flexible that it 
can be an integral part of the capital budgeting 
process at both the area and Regional ievels. 


Pending the completion of the study recommended above, on the 
dasis of information applicatle to the former Town of Mississauga, 
we would recommend the following interim levy policy: 


3. Tnat lot levies in the City of Mississauga be on 
a per capita basis. It was the Administration and 

Finance Committee's sugrestion that levies be on a unit 

dasis; nowever, I believe that it is more equitable 


to use the per capita basis. 

2. That the area municipalities enter into the financial 
agreements and administer them on behalf of both the 
area municipality and tne Region. 


3. The total levy per capita should be $4596.00 which 


ine 
ww would include all area and regional services except 
hydro. 
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4, That the lot levies provided for in the agreement 
shoule be subject to an escalation clause. Tnis 
escalation should be calculated on a2 semi-annual 


basis based on the increase in the Southam Construction 
Index. 


5. That all development funds collected to date, or to 


be collected under existing agreements should be 
retained by the City of Mississauga. 


6. The agreements entered into with developers should 


only provide for a development levy for municipal 


purposes. 


The allocation of the levies between 


the City and the Region could be the matter of a 
separate agreement vetween the parties. 


7. Where developers are providing an, of the capital 
services which would normally be purchased from 
development funds, the levy would oe reduced 


accordingly.

MINI FINANCIAL IMPACT STUDY 


The City of Mississauga is presently experiencing the greatest 
rate of growth in her young history, and will continue to do 
so for the next several years. While being committed to the 
principle of growth, the Council of the City of Mississauga 
must also be committed to the principle of a controlled and 
orderly growth. A growth in which not only the hard services, 


but also the scfv serviccs> must be included. 


The traditional method for mun.cipalities to ensure that soft 
services are provided in developing areas is to assess a levy. 
That levy may be assessed on an acreage basis, on a dwelling 


unit basis, and on a per capita basis. 


Development levies initially were assessed in order to provide 


for the hard services such as, water main, sewers, roads, etc. 
But more recently it has been recognized that municipalities 
also have a social responsibility to provide for the soft 
services such as, recreational facilities, libraries, open 
space, transit service, etc. 

In an attempt to define what those levies should be I have 
undertaken to do a mini financial impact study of my own. 


The results of this study are as follows: 


1. RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 
Attached to this brief and number addendum (A) is a compre- 


hensive list of recreational facilities recommended by the 
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Commissioner of Recreation and Parks. Attached to the stand- 
ards are an approximate costing based on today's prices. If 
one adds up the costs and extrapolates to aper capita basis, 

one comes to the result that in order to provide the list of 
recreational facilities the City should assess a levy of $89.92 
per capita. 

2. LIBRARY FACILITIES 

Recommenaed ratio for labrary facilities is 1/2 square foot 

per person. The present ccst of constructing library facilities 
is $50.00 per square foot. Thus on construction cost alone, 


the cost per capita is $25.00. 


In order to stock that library, the ratio of one title per 
person is recommended. One title costs $6.00. So the start 


up cost of library services is $31.00 per capita. 


3. COMMUNITY CENTRES 

Computation for community centres was not included in item (1). 
It is recommended that 1 square foot be provided for every 
21/2 people. Construction costs are between $40.00 and $50.00 
a square foot. Thus the cost per person ofconstructing ad- 


equate community centres is a minimum of $16.00 per capita. 


4. HOSPITAL FACILITIES 

The recommended provincial ratio is one bed for 250 people. 

One bed in a community hospital requires 750 square feet. Thus 
3 square feet are required per person. The construction cost 
of hospitals today is $50.00 per square foot. Therefore, 


$150.00 is required per person. 
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Approximately 2/3 of hospital construction costs are sub- 


sidized by the Provincial Government. So the assessment for 


hospital construction cost should be $50.00 per capita. 


5. TRANSIT REQUIREMENTS 


When considering assessing the levies one must take note 
according to the start up cost required for transit hard- 
ware, such as buses. Based on the criteria which have been 
set for the City of Mississauga and which will go into opera- 
tion early this fall, the following statistics are to be 


noted. 


In the City of Mississauga we shall have one bus seat for | 
11 people, the cost of one seat is $370.00. Therefore, the | 
cost per person for new buses is $33.63. The City is re- 


sponsible for financing 25% of this sum. 


Therefore, the assessment for the acquisition of new buses 


to serve new development areas should be $8.40 per capita. 


6. LAND ACQUISITION 

Mr. Ed Halliday, Commissioner of Recreation and Parks has 
recommended that the City acquire an overall of 17.5 acres 

of land per thousand population. This policy shall hopefully 
be witten into the recommendations of our official plan review. 
This is broken down into the following catagories: 10 acres 


per thousand population for specific purposes (zoos, botanical 
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wollins 
gardens, etc.), 2.5 acres per thousand population in neigh- 
bourhood parks, 2.5 acres per thousand population for school 
grounds, and 2.5 acres per thousand population for major 


community, or regioml parks. 


Presently municipalities obtain as free dedication only 2.5 
arres per tnuusand population. Therefore, the municipality 
must purchase 12.0 acres per thousand population. This means 
that for each person the municipality must purchase .012 acres. 
It is difficult to assess what the price:of this land shall 

be, but being very conservative, one may put a price tag on 
this land at $20,000 per acre (according to the present day 


market in the City of Mississauga). 
This calculates it to be an assessment of $240.00 per capita. 


7. DAY CARE CENTRES 

The provision of day care centres falls into the sphere of 
regional function. It is interesting to note that there are 

no hard and fast guidelines for the construction of day care 
centres. It is recommended that one day care centre of approx- 
imately 5,000 square feet should be provided for each block of 
25,000 population. Therefore, 1 square foot serves 5 people, 


or conversely, 1 person equals 1/5 of a square foot. 


The cost of construction of day care centres is about $40.00 


per square foot. The province subsidizes for the construction 
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of day care centres to the level of 50%. 


Therefore, the assessment for the construction of day care 


centres should be $4.00 per capita. 


CONCLUSION 


This has been a very brief mini impact study in an attempt 


to onarse 


what the lot levies should be, no doubt, there are 


other social amenities which must be taken into account.
